He char- 
acterized each candidate as he in- 
troduced them in the order in 
which their names will appear on 
the ballot. Mayor Judith Davis, 
he said, is a “good speaker and 
a good listener.” He added that 
many people are good speakers 
but she is both. Tom White, 
Auerbach said, “is the.veteran 
here. He’s never given up on 
Greenbelt. He’s as enthusiastic 
as anyone here.”

Stakeholders/Council Consider 
Solutions to School Problems

The Greenbelt City Council 
was sure to hear about over- 
crowded schools and late buses 
when they held a worksession 
with stakeholders on education 
issues Monday night, October 15, 
and the echo of those two sub- 
jects reverberated throughout the 
meeting. There turned out to be 
additional problems as well, al- 
though the news was not all bad. 

Eleanor Roosevelt High, Mag- 
nolia and Springhill Lake elemen- 
tary schools, Robert Goddard and 
Greenbelt middle schools, and St. 
Hugh’s School all sent represen- 
tatives. Greenbelt Elementary 
School was the only area school 
without representation at the 
table. Concerned citizens, city 
council candidates Sylvia Lewis 
and Kelby Brick, and seven 
members of the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Education (ACE) also 
attended. School Board represen- 
tative James Henderson was 1n- 
vited, but did not appear. He 


had indicated a scheduling con- ~ 


flict with the selected date early 
on in the planning of the meet- 


ing. 
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While Loretta White of Robert 
Goddard Middle School consid- 
ered transportation their major 
problem, Linda Sherwood, princi- 
pal of Springhill Lake Elementary 
School, expressed a serious prob- 
lem with over-crowding, but few 
problems with transportation. 
She saw no relief from the high 
numbers of students at the 
school, since Berwyn Heights 
School has not re-opened. She 
had hoped to send several lower 
grades to that school, while keep- 


ing the older children at 
Springhill Lake.

When asked about the facility 
by City Councilmember Edward 
Putens, Sherwood indicated a 
need for more classrooms. Also, 
while a few classrooms have pri- 
vate» bathrooms, the school has 
nine toilets available for general 
use by the entire population of 
over 1000. She added there are 
problems in the cafeteria getting 
breakfast to 500 children each 
morning. 

Although the school is strained 
by its high enrollment, Sherwood

Theater Purchase 
Agreement Reached 


At its Monday meeting on 
Oct. 22, the Greenbelt City 
Council approved a Memoran- 
dum of Understanding with 
George Christacos and authorized 
the city staff to finalize details 
for acquisition of the Greenbelt 
Theater at an estimated total cost 
of $389,226. This sum includes 
an amount of $204,000 in debt 
forgiveness to Christacos and a 
reduction in his monthly pay- 
ments over the next ten years 
valued at $185,226. No direct 
out-of-pocket expense will be 
paid by the city in this acquisi- 
tion. Whoever is the next mayor 
of Greenbelt is also authorized to 
sign any seeenprigte documents.

Responding to Anthrax: Tips for the Public 


The Maryland Emergency 
Management Agency has made 
available to the public the follow- 
ing guidelines for responding to 
the anthrax threat. 

Anthrax Threat 

The recent incidents of anthrax 
in Florida, New York and Wash- 
ington have resulted in a flood of 
telephone calls about suspicious 
packages and substances to 
Maryland’s state and local emer- 
gency services that are taxing 
their ability to respond to the 
calls. The following facts are 
provided to answer the public’s 
questions: 

How do I identify a suspicious 
package and what are the gen- 
eral characteristics? 

The package contains exces- 
sive postage. The address is 
poorly handwritten or poorly 
typed, possibly with no return 
address. The title is incorrect or 
there is only a title and no name. 
Misspelling of common words. 
Oily stains, discoloration or odor. 
Excessive weight. Lopsided or 
uneven envelope. Protruding 
wires or aluminum foil. Ticking 
sound, Excessive amounts of. 
packing materials, such as mask- 
ing tape, string, etc. Marked 
with restrictive endorsements, 
such as “Personal” or “Confiden- 
tial.” The postmark does not 
agree with the return address. 
The package was not expected. 

How do you mix common 
sense with caution? 

Junk mail that is typically re- 
ceived should not be considered 
“suspicious” and simply should 
be discarded. If you have seen 
the mail before and consider it 
normal, discard it as usual. If 
your intuition alerts you based on 
the previously described charac- 
teristics, treat it as suspicious. 

What do.I do if I find a sus- 
picious package? 

Do not panic, Biological 
agents can cause infection in the 
skin, gastrointestinal system or 
the lungs. In order for this to 
occur, the organism must be 
rubbed into scraped skin, swal- 
lowed or inhaled as’ a finely: aero- 
solized mist. If the patient has 
been exposed to. anthrax. spores, 
the disease can be prevented by 
early treatment with appropriate- 


} 


antibiotics. Anthrax is not conta- 
gious and is not spread from per- 
son to person. The following is 
a list of recommended actions: 

— Do not shake, open or 
empty the contents of any suspi- 
cious envelope or packages. 
Place the envelope or package in 
a clear, plastic zip-lock bag, then 
place it in a second bag. If a 
zip-lock bag is not available, any 
clear contdiner may be used pro- 
vided it is leak-proof. If a con- 
tainer is not available, cover the 
package with an article of cloth- 
ing, paper, trash can, etc. Once 
covered, do not remove the cover. 

— Report the incident. Dial 9- 
1-1. 

— Do not bring the item to the 
fire station, police department or 
hospital; exposure should be lim- 
ited. 

— Leave the room, close the 
door and section off or isolate the 
area where the suspicious pack- 
age or letter was discovered to 
prevent others from entering. 

— Wash your hands with soap 
and water and take care not to 
contaminate your face. 

— Make a list of anyone (in- 
cluding their phone number) who 
was in the room or area when 
the suspicious letter or package 
was discovered. Be prepared to 
provide the list to police or fire 
service officers. | 

What if the envelope or pack- 
age contains a powder and the 
powder spills out? 


— Do not try to clean up the | 


powder. Cover the spill immedi- 
ately but slowly with plastic, pa- 
per, an article of clothing or a 
trash can; do not remove the 
cover. 

— If a cover is not available, 
leave the room and slowly close 
the door. Section off the area to 
prevent others from entering. 

What should I do if I believe I 
have been exposed? 

— Wash your hands with soap 
and water taking care not to 
spread the contamination to your 
face. 

+ Remove heavily contami- 
nated clothing as soon as possible 
and place it in a plastic bag or 
some other container that can be 
sealed.. Shower with soap and 
water as soon as possible. Do 


not use bleach or other disinfec- 
tants on your skin. 

— Officials will collect- and dis- 
pose of the clothing. 

— Make a list of anyone (in- 
cluding their phone numbers) 
who was in the room or area 
when the suspicious letter or 
package was discovered. Be pre- 
pared to provide this list to police 
or fire officials. This will assist 
with the investigation. 

Other Tips: 

Do not take antibiotics unless 
they are prescribed by a physi- 
cian. If you take antibiotics and 
you are not fighting an infection, 
your body will build a resistance 
to the antibiotic and it will not be 
as effective in fighting a future 
infection if you have to take it 
again.

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ond term as mayor and fifth term 
on council, described herself as 
“committed to community” with 
an emphasis on “unity.” She 
commented that she supported 
environmental issues even before 
she was on the council, has 
adopted a whale and belongs to 
the Sierra Club and World Wild- 
life Foundation. She has sup- 
ported using optional fuels for 
city vehicles and acquisition of 
the Jaeger tract. “I really really 
enjoy working for the people of 
Greenbelt,” she said. 

White described his history in 
Greenbelt, all 42 years living in 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI). He 
was elected to the city council 28 
years ago and has particularly 
enjoyed the last two terms when 
he found the council “focused 
and energetic.” He stressed op- 
portunities and challenges to 
come: partnering with GHI on 
the NORC (Naturally Occurring 
Retirement Community) program 
to keep seniors in their homes; 
obtaining matching funds to pur- 
chase the Jaeger tract; meeting 
the challenge of Metro develop- 
ment to keep the vision “one that 
will befit Greenbelt”; purchasing 
the Greenbelt movie theater; and 
dealing with Bank of America’s 
decision to leave the city core. 

Alan Turnbull expressed plea- 
sure at the “excess of good can- 
didates.” It is “better to have a 
chance of losing,” he said, “than 
to have a walk on.” He praised 
the Greens whose ideals match 
those of Greenbelt. He stressed 
the schools as an issue, comment- 
ing “we’re not powerless about 
schools.” He works for the Na- 
tional Park Service helping com- 
munities deal with environmental 
issues, conserve rivers and open 
space and curb urban sprawl. 

Rodney Roberts, referring to 
Auerbach’s introduction as an ex- 
pert on trees, claimed that instead 
“T’m becoming an expert on sav- 
ing trees.” He said the council 
works well together and works 
for the environment. “We have a 
much higher standard” than many 
other cities for what we will ac- 
cept from developers. Roberts 
also mentioned the suit with 
USDA and the Kenilworth Av- 
enue issue. If we lost the battle, 
he affirmed, we’ve won the wet- 
lands which are still there today. 

Sylvia Lewis expanded the 
values of the Greens that were 
highlighted at the beginning of 
the meeting. She added that 
feminism is also one of their val- 
ues. “Don’t you think we need 
another woman on the council?” 
she asked. She described her 
Red Cross and working with 
youth experiences, commenting 
that they included goal setting 
and budgeting. Lewis and her 
family moved from Bethesda to 
Greenbelt--a better place for their 
children. “Whatever interest we 
have, we can find a group... or 
start a group.” She mentioned 
two major problems: Metroland, 
which needs the cooperation of 
all segments of the community 
and how to expect the best with- 
out paying more taxes. “We 
have to look for more funds. 
The city needs a full-time grant 
writer and researchers, so we

won't miss future funding oppor- 
tunities.” 

Kelby Brick, signing through 
an interpreter, congratulated the 
Greens on their successes in 
Maryland. He is a lawyer and 
indicated that his practice work- 
ing with legislation at the state 
and national levels would be an 
asset to the council. He also 
stated that he has one son and 
“in a month or so will be catch- 
ing up with Alan (Turnbull).” 
When looking for a place to live, 





Brick felt that “people cared here 
in Greenbelt. Greenbelt is not a 
Utopia --- not yet.” It is also 
“not an island.” The council has 
to work with outsiders and needs 
to develop relationships. He is 
already working on these rela- 
tionships. He expressed concern 
about education, stating that the 
schools are overcrowded, the 
Middle School roof leaks. We 
can do more. “Education is a 
lynch pin toward pride.” Brick 
advocates an economic develop- 





ment plan to lead toward an ex- 
pansion of the tax base. He 
chairs the city’s safety committee 
and has worked with Springhill 
Lake, Greenbelt East, and the po- 
lice. | 
Ed Putens arrived late at the 
meeting, having been caught in a 
two-hour back up in getting to 
Greenbelt from Rockville. As 
questions had already begun, he 
briefly introduced himself and 
thought that traffic was now one 
of his major concerns. 
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Audience Questions 

A young man from Lakeside 
Drive jumped up for the first 
question - Is the city going to 
build a skate park. Davis re- 
sponded that the city has set 
aside $5,000 to look into a skate 
park, but they need to find a spot 
and provide supervision. It will 
still not eliminate “extracurricu- 
lar” skating in other areas, but it 
will help. Lewis commented that

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mulating Greenbelt’s open space 
funds over the past years in order 
to amass a sum great enough to 
acquire the largest tracts of unde- 
veloped land available that will 
maintain greenspace in all parts 
of the city, such as the Sunrise 
property in Greenbelt East. Like- 
wise, I agreed to the use of open 
space funds to assist in the pos- 
sible purchase of the Jaeger Tract, 
but only with the condition that 
that property would be annexed 
by. Greenbelt when acquired. 

There are few remaining large 
tracts of undeveloped private 
property for the city to consider 
purchasing. I have requested an 
updated inventory of existing un- 
developed parcels and lots. If a 
property would add to existing 
parkland, increase areas for trail 
linkages, or provide necessary 
buffer, I would support using fu- 
ture open space funds to purchase 
it. 

Land acquisition for defining 
our “green belt” is my top prior- 
ity. However, I also feel some 
open space funds could be used 
for park development, such as 
new trails or playground safety 
improvements when warranted or 
when our budget is revenue-con- 
strained. Use of Program Open 
Space funds is limited, for its 
main purpose is to acquire 
parkland. However, after a city 
has obtained much of the avail- 
able undeveloped land, funds 
should be used to add park 
amenities that the community 
feels are needed and that a city 
parkland management plan and 
PRAB recommend. 


Kelby Brick

the state is to 
enhance the liv- 
ability of our 
communities by 
restoring or en- 
hancing existing 
parks, playgrounds and other 
open spaces. It can also be used 
to create new park and green 
space systems. 

The fund can be used for ac- 
quiring outdoor recreation and 
open space areas before escalat- 
ing cost of land prevents its pur- 
chase for public use and before 
potential areas are devoted to 
some other use; and for acceler- 
-ating development and capital re- 
newal of needed outdoor recre- 
ation facilities. 

I am supportive of using some 
of the funds to acquire the Sun- 


rise Property in order to help pre- 
serve the buffer space around the 


city. 


I am also supportive of using. 


some of the funds to help pur- 
chase the Jaeger property because 
development of the property will 
have adverse environmental im- 
pact on the Greenbelt Park. How- 
ever, my support is conditional 
on having either the city or the 
Federal Government own the 
property and have the land be 
annexed into city limits. Right 
now the property is outside city 
limits and I am reluctant to use 
city funds (even though we re- 
ceive it through the state) to pur- 
chase property outside city limits. 
This would allow us to have an 
additional layer of authority in 
protecting the property from de- 
velopment. After all, we do not 
want a repeat of the Parkside 
controversy. | 
Contrary to the city’s views, I 
do not advocate limiting our 


spending options. Current spaces — 


within city limits need to be ap- 





propriately managed and pro- 
tected. This includes Buddy 
Attick Park, Schrom Hills Com- 
munity Park and the park space 
on the northwestern corner of 
Springhill Lake. We must first 
protect our current open spaces 
before we spend funds for prop- 
erty outside the city. |

My position 
is that funds al- 
located to Fy 
Greenbelt under | | 
the State of 
Maryland’s Pro- 
gram Open 
Space (POS) | 5s | 
should be used primarily for land 
acquisition. The original purpose 
of this outstanding Maryland pro- 
gram was to facilitate the acqui- 
sition of privately owned undevel- 
oped land for preservation as 
open (green) space. The state 
program is a far-sighted model 
that provides a dedicated source 
of funding (through the State 
Real Estate Transfer Tax) that is 
allocated on an annual basis to 
the state itself, to counties and to 
local jurisdictions such as 
Greenbelt for strategic purchases 
of available undeveloped prop- 
erty. A significant portion of the 
green space that we now enjoy in 
Greenbelt was purchased by the 
city through POS. 

In recent years, mainly 
through lobbying by “recreation” 
stakeholders, the program pur- 
poses have been modified to al- 
low an increasing percentage of 
the funds to be used for park de- 
velopment purposes. The ratio- 
nale being that funds from the 
program should also be used for 
park facilities. Currently, up to 
fifty percent of POS funds may 
be used by jurisdictions for park 
development purposes. As a 
member of council, I have op- 
posed the change in emphasis for 
the state program. Park develop- 
ment funds should come from 
other sources or kept to a much 
lower percentage of POS alloca- 
tions. As to the specific cases 
outlined in the News Review 
question, I strongly support the 
use of POS funds for the possible 
acquisition of the Sunrise prop- 
erty and other available undevel- 
oped properties in Greenbelt East. 
I supported the city’s offer of up 
to $100,000.00 of our POS allo- 
cation to participate in the match- 
ing fund requirement for the po- 
tential acquisition of the Jaeger 
property adjacent to the Greenbelt 
Park; and would consider, only 
on a case-by-case basis, use of 
Greenbelt’s POS fund allocation 
for park development uses.

Therefore, 
Greenbelt needs to prioritize our 
remaining open space, so that we 
can be proactive in considering 
protection options instead of re- 
peatedly reacting in the face of 
imminent development and in- 





flated prices. 

One of Greenbelt’s continuing 
challenges is to keep providing 
high quality services without 
ever-increasing taxes. Preserving 
land has been shown by many 
studies to be the fiscally respon- 
sible choice, since it bolsters ad- 
jacent property values and lessens 
public costs for infrastructure and 
services. Developers and many 
politicians make big promises 
about the money new develop- 
ments bring to public coffers, but 
actual cases in which new resi- 
dential development is a net-plus 
in fiscal terms are the exception. 
Conserving our remaining open 
spaces protects our quality of life 
even as it guards the public purse. 

Intended for purchasing land, 
Maryland’s Program Open Space 
is now more flexible, to accom- 
modate urbanized jurisdictions 
where all the open space is gone, 
and where parks budgets are 
wholly inadequate. Fortunately 
this is not Greenbelt’s situation. 

I strongly supported commit- 
ting $100,000 of our state allot- 
ment toward saving the Jaeger 
Tract within Greenbelt Park, to 
prevent another intrusion of 
sprawl into the largest park 
within our city. I am proud of 
this and other efforts I have been 
able to make on the council on 
behalf of Greenbelt’s next genera- 
tions, and I will push for 
Greenbelt’s open space funding 
to be spent for acquisition until 
no more land is at risk.

I P 
have personally 
voted for both ~~ 
the Sunrise purchase and the Jae- 
ger Tract contribution. Extending 
the greenbelt is a major council 
priority, established over many 
years. Green space is of critical 
importance in preserving 
Greenbelt’s quality of life. Most 
Greenbelters remember the cam- 
paign to buy Parcel 1, and the 
efforts of the Committee to Save 
the Green Belt. We have bought 
other parcels since then. Open 
space cannot be replaced once 
gone, SO we must acquire it when 
we can. 

Previous owners of property 
beside the Holiday Inn proposed, 
with Prince George’s County ap- 
proval, a massive apartment com- 
plex. The city was adamantly 
opposed, citing neighborhood im- 
pact and inevitable traffic tie-ups. 
City opposition and owner mis- 
takes combined to undo the pro- 
posal. We shall soon have the 
opportunity to buy the property, 
though it’s not definite, and 
should do so promptly. 

I equally favor the Jaeger 
Tract contribution. It was at my 
suggestion that the city’s contri- 
bution was raised to $100,000. 
Purchase of this 10-acre property 
by the National Park Service 
would preserve green space next 
to Westchester Park which will 
otherwise be developed. That 
prospect has caused much con- 
cern in Greenbelt. Actual price 
may be well over $1,000,000. 
Congress just agreed to pay up 
to $1,000,000; its contribution 
must be matched equally. The 
council voted $100,000 contin- 
gent on contributions by others to 
complete the match. The 
Westchester Park community 
needs to be a significant part of 
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this solution. 

At this time, land acquisition 
has top priority and we have lim- 
ited funds. When more funds are 
available, I would favor using 
some of them for park and play- 
ground improvements. To the ex- 
tent that we can use open space 
funds for these purposes, we can 
save city taxpayers’ money.

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also noted some positive factors. 
Assistance they receive through 
special programs from the city 
and the University of Maryland 
has eased their burden some. 
She also expressed gratitude to 
Officer Marty Parker and 
Greenbelt CARES for the assis- 
tance they provide. 
Magnolia 

Magnolia Elementary School 
is having “a wonderful year,” ac- 
cording to principal Phyllis 
Gillens. While they are over- 
crowded with 720 students and 
use a number of temporary build- 
ings, they are doing very well 
with parent and community in- 
volvement. Through the PTA, 
parents are building a storage 
shed for the school, which will 
enable the school to clear storage 
areas for other uses. Parents 
were also encouraged to apply 
for bus driver positions to help 
alleviate the problem of late 
buses. When the school put out 
the call for additional substitute 
teachers, 35 parents signed up to 
attend training sessions to ease 
the shortage, even though most of 
them hold jobs outside the home 
and will need to take leave when 
called upon by the school. Mag- 
nolia also has less than adequate 
rest room facilities, with eight 
classes now using a rest room, up 
from three classes previously. 

St. Hugh’s 

St. Hugh’s School has 243 stu- 
dents and busing is not an issue, 
said principal Liz Whelan, since 
students either walk or are driven 
to school by car. She was thank- 
ful to Greenbelt CARES for help- 
ing students work through grief 
associated with the death of a 
school nurse over the summer. 
Since September 11, Whelan said 
the students have “risen to the 
occasion” and that petty bickering 
seems to have diminished. She 
thought St. Hugh’s could work 
with other area schools to hold 
parenting classes. A problem on 
the school grounds where there 
was standing water has been 
turned into an asset by creating a 
planned wetland environment for 
the students to study and enjoy. 

Greenbelt Middle 

Late buses are a big problem 
for Greenbelt Middle School 
(GMS), said principal Judy Aus- 
tin. The students are served by 
16 buses that come from all over 
and they are often late. Austin 
explained that there are no activ- 
ity buses because the school can- 
not afford the approximately 
$108/bus/day it would cost for 
this program. Parents are picking 
students up from after-school ac- 
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tivities, and Austin noted that 
they were doing better this year 
at involving parents in the school. 

A serious problem for GMS is 
the building itself. The heating 
and air conditioning system is 
complicated and inefficient, re- 
sulting in difficulty maintaining a 
comfortable temperature through- 
out the school. When it rains, 
classes must be relocated because 
the roof leaks, and it is neither 
safe nor comfortable for children 
to stay in classrooms where wa- 
ter is dripping. Repairs have 
been done to the roof, but so far 
have not corrected this problem. 
Mayor Judith Davis noted that 
the school is up for renovation, 
but its historical value compli- 
cates that process. Wendy 
Wexler, an ACE member, cited 
recent information that the reno- 
vation will be delayed again 
while a feasibility study is under- 
taken. This means the school 
may not be renovated for at least 
another two years 

Eleanor Roosevelt 

Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) representative 
Sandra Lyles also expressed con- 
cerns about busing problems, not- 
ing that buses are late both morn- 
ing and afternoon, resulting in 
some students not getting home 
until 6:30 or 7 p.m. 
Councilmember Thomas X. White 
pointed out that due to city inter- 
vention in preventing the removal 
of three trailers, the school was 
not quite as over-crowded as it 
might have been. 

Council Response 

Davis pointed out difficulties 
in hiring more school bus dnvers, 
noting the pay is not commensu- 
rate with other counties and that 
the required training and back- 
ground checks would take time 
before new applicants would be 
actually working. But she and 
council supported a suggestion to 
hold a job fair to try to hire more 
school personnel, including bus 
drivers, and accepted the sugges- 
tion of White that ACE look into 
developing this as a project. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
mentioned a government program 
encouraging children to walk to 
school for better fitness, but 
agreed with others that the route 
must be safe. Officer Parker has 
been looking at the routes used 
by children to walk to school in 
order to assess safety and, espe- 
cially, where crossing guards are 
needed. E. Scott Frison, whose 
daughter attends GMS, expressed 
concern about the size and 
weight of backpacks children 
wear to and from school these

days, and whether they should be 
walking with such burdens. He 
also said his daughter’s bus had 
never shown up that morning, 
and he had _ called _ the 
superintendent’s office. He en- 
couraged council to find a way to 
get action on improving condi- 
tions at that school, especially 
since it carries “Greenbelt” in its 
name. 

The condition of the Greenbelt 
Middle School facility brought 
out expressions of great concern 
from those assembled. Brick 
suggested that the building should 
be condemned, but Davis then 
raised the issue of where the chil- 
dren would go if it were. She 
asked City Manager Mike 
McLaughlin to find out who had 
jurisdiction to do a code inspec- 
tion so that one may be per- 
formed to assess the safety and 
condition of the school building. 
Turnbull remarked that standard- 
ized testing is not standardized 
when one group of students takes 
the test under such adverse con- 
ditions. * 

Putens pointed out that the 
school board does not have 
enough funds to solve these prob- 
lems, and has no authority to 
raise its own budget. He said, 
"We have done this to ourselves" 
by not voting to increase taxes to 
raise money for education. 
Turnbull remarked that the intro- 
duction of the TRIM tax relief 
program earlier in the conversa- 
tion was very relevant to the top- 
ics of the evening, since failure to 
repeal that initiative restricts the 
school board's budget. Davis 
noted that "everyone wants a big- 
ger piece of the pie" while the 
pie remains the same size. Since 
solutions to these problems must 
occur at the county level, Davis 
expressed regret that there is not 
much more that the city can do, 
but indicated council will send a 
letter to county authorities and 
delegates addressing the concerns 
expressed during the meeting and 
ask for action at the county level.

There’s just something magical 
about this time of the autumn. 
The leaves are now falling down 
in numbers. Since we haven’t 
experienced this in almost a year, 
we can still feel a child-like awe 
as the leaves cascade off a tree 
and float groundward on a 
breeze. All too soon so many 
leaves fall down that all we think 
about is the work of raking and 
bagging them. 

The last half of October is the 
peak season for color so that a 
walk or drive around the city re- 
veals many a beautiful tree or 
shrub. Even in one’s garden the 
difference can be seen. The scat- 
tered frosts have killed some 
plants. Many of the flowering 
plants are turning yellow or 
brown. And those that are still 
green look so beautifully green 
and a darker green than remem- 
bered.

Pulling 
out stakes, cages and fencing 
means the wooden ones don’t rot 
in the soil and the metal ones 
don’t rust during the cold, wet 
months of winter.

Daffodils are white and yel- 
low, but what a number of vari- 
eties there are. That daffodil 
smell is wonderful and some of 
the late blooming varieties can be 
quite fragrant. 

Planting early, mid, and late 
season varieties can extend the 
daffodil blooming time to four to 
six weeks in your garden. 

Tulips seem to come in all 
colors of the rainbow and some 
also are more than one color. 
The different shapes and bloom 
times add variety to the tulip bed. 
The queen of fragrance in the 
spring bulb bed is the hyacinth. 
Its delicious smell can drift on a 
good breeze for several feet. It 
comes in a number of colors. 

Snowdrops are one of the ear- 
liest blooming plants. Though 
rather plain, oh how wonderful it 
is to see any flower in January 
and February. Crocus is also an 
early bloomer with some varieties 
starting in February. 

Two good ways to see what 
bulbs are like are to look in gar- 
dening books (for many have 
good photos and planting ideas) 
and visit a well-stocked garden 
store. Some garden stores sell 
bulbs in bins with photos and 
growing information on the bin. 
This way you can see what they 
look like in the spring. 

Planting bulbs is not hard 
work. They need a well-drained 
site so do not plant where water 
sits or flows as streams during or

As a rule of 


after rainstorms. 
thumb, bulbs are planted at a 
depth three times their height. 
Dig a little deeper so as to add 


bone meal and fertilizer. Like 
onions, the pointy end is up and 
the end with the dry looking 
threads (roots) is down. 

Bulbs look good planted in 
garden beds, in regular shapes, or 
placed irregularly near shrubs or 
in the lawn. Daffodils and cro- 
cuses look good in the lawn. 

Perennial flowers in the gar- 
den can be divided and replanted 
in the spring and the fall. They 
spend the winter as small clusters 
of leaves near the ground. So 
this time of year you can cut 
down the stalks to several inches 
above ground level. 

Start division by preparing the 
new planting holes. As a rule of 
thumb the roots of plants should 
be exposed to the elements as 


littke as possible during trans- 


planting to prevent drying out. 

Dig up the whole plant; then 
look at it. If the central part is 
weakest with few roots or top 
growth then cut off hunks of the 
outer part and replant them. If 
the whole plant is vigorous divide 
it up into sections and replant. 
Each section creates a new plant 
and should have a goodly number 
of roots and top growth so as to 
create a viable new plant. 

Now for reality check time. 
This sounds easy but it does re- 
quire arm strength. Be prepared 
to push and shove and maybe 
even cut with a knife to get them 
apart.

she was glad a young man of his 
age was making his voice heard. 
Roberts reminisced about making 
his own skate board that would 
“tingle your feet right off” He 
supports a location between the 
Community Center and the Youth 
Center. 

Turnbull stated that the infra- 
structure is almost in place and 
we have to recognize that kids 
are not just interested in orga- 
nized sports like baseball and 
football. The city must adapt to 
new tastes. He added that he last 
used his skateboard to move a 
freezer into his garage. White 
supports the skate park and men- 
tioned police input into the 
project. He commented that 
Greenbelt prides itself on its ac- 
tivities but doesn’t always do 
enough for those who are not 
into organized sports or Commu- 
nity Center activities. Brick men- 
tioned that he had talked to se- 
nior citizens who feel uncomfort- 
able with people moving around 
them so swiftly. He told the 
young man he should follow the 
city council activities to see if 
this plan develops. 

City Pay 

Alex Barnes of Parkway asked 
about compensation of city staff. 
White referred to the comprehen- 
sive compensation study that 
showed that there was a pay gap. 
The council is discussing ways to 
partially close the gap. However, 
the study also showed that city 
benefits are far superior to other 
jurisdictions. Turnbull indicated 
that he was in favor of undertak- 
ing the study even though it took 
time. He did not want to make 
any “seat of the pants decisions.” 
The new package has some fail- 
ings. Entry level positions have 
been helped most. Roberts com- 
mented that he is a small busi- 
ness owner. He described a time 
when Greenbelt hired temporary 
employees who were paid less 
then others and received no ben- 
efits. He was vehemently op- 
posed to that way of working. 

Davis indicated that many city 
employees love working here. 
But, for a while we were unable 
to retain dispatchers, then police 
indicated problems and then pub- 
lic works staff. During tight 
times, the city froze pay so as 
not to lay off people. She indi- 
cated that with the new plan, pay 
will be equitable by next year 
and benefits will still be better 
than many other locales. Brick 
commented that the staff does not 
represent the demographics of 
Greenbelt and that issue needs to 
be addressed. He followed by 
saying that the city staff is great 
however, but that private security 
forces pay more than the police 
make. 

Theater Purchase 

Ron Ott of Rosewood Drive 

had a question about the bond is-

sue. He felt that the city should 
not buy the theater. It is a dan- 
gerous precedent of government 
supporting private business. Rob- 
erts responded first, saying, we 
are staying out of private business 
as we are purchasing the building 
only and someone would lease it 
from the city at regular rates. 
The theater is an integral part of 
our city. He mentioned other 
nearby towns that used to have 
theaters, now closed, and often 
the areas become rundown. “This 
is investing in the future of our 
city in a way that’s fair.’ The 
owner owes the city a lot of back 
taxes so we could get the build- 
ing with little out-of-pocket 
money. Roberts, however, did 
not want to add the theater reno- 
vation funds to the bond issue; in 
fact, he does not favor the bond 
issue. 

Turnbull agreed with Robert’s 
statements about buying the the- 
ater, “if we choose to do so.” 
(The city has not made a final 
decision on the purchase.) Own- 
ing the theater would ensure that 
the oldest part of town, the most 
vulnerable, is not at the mercy of 
the landlord. Davis reiterated 
that the city would be purchasing 
the building only. The recreation 
department will look at ways to 
use the building for meetings and 
seminars also. Lewis indicated 
that she also feels it is important 
to protect the theater and the 
Center. 

Brick commented that this is 
the reason why he emphasized an 
economic development plan. The 
city must be pro-active. Many of 
his neighbors in Greenbelt East 
are unaware of the amenities of 
Roosevelt Center. The Center 
must depend on customers from 
other parts of Greenbelt and out- 
side the city. White commented 
that the theater has been dark be- 
fore and we were very fortunate 
that Paul Sanchez has tried to 
make a go of it. The Fnends of 
the Greenbelt Theater helped turn 
the theater around. The city al- 
ready owns the marquee. “It’s 


astonishing what it (the marquee) 
does for the Center.”: The alter- 
native of not purchasing the the- 
ater is too risky. 

Putens agreed with the other 
candidates. 


He indicated that the 


city has already put a lot of 
money in the area and reminded 
people that the owner once pro- 
posed putting an arcade in the 
building. The bank is leaving. If 
the New Deal Café and the the- 
ater leave, we will have a big 
void to fill. Perhaps, the theater 
could have some activities of in- 
terest to teens. 
Joyful Resident 

Maria Miller stood up to say 
that she had spent a year looking 
for a place to live after moving 
to this area and decided on 
Greenbelt. She is willing to do 
anything she can to encourage 
the city council to buy the the- 
ater. “You have a jewel among 
jewels.” Miller indicated she and 
her husband are willing to spend 
money, time or whatever is 
needed, wondering whether 
Greenbelters don’t understand 
what they have here. 

Putens jumped in and said the 
city needs to make a commercial 
featuring her. Roberts com- 
mented that if that’s how she 
feels after one year, think how he 
feels having lived his whole life 
here. Turnbull stated that 
Greenbelt is a place people seek 
out. His parents have moved to 
the house next door to his. 

Challengers 

A man from the audience 
commented that this is a time 
when we need people with con- 
tacts. How can a new council 
member replace that? Lewis 
mentioned that she has many 
contacts and skills from being in 
charge of the Prince George’s 
County Red Cross. She also 
grew up in London during the 
Blitz and that has given her many 
skills. Brick indicated that 
Greenbelt needs to increase its 
outside contacts. He feels that he 
has state and national contacts to 
add to the council. He said that 
Tip O’Neil said “all politics is 
local” and that could not be truer 
than in Greenbelt. 

Car Sharing 

Hopi Auerbach had comments 
about traffic and then asked about 
the status of car sharing. 
Turnbull commented that he 
alienated a lot of people at Green 
Ridge House by the plan for

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sharing. He feels the plan was at 
“our fingertips” but hasn’t hap- 
pened. White stated that the plan 
for alleviating parking problems 
at Green Ridge mentioned car 
sharing. He feels city staff is not 
enthusiastic about it but he will 
continue to push the issue. Rob- 
erts stated that he had made his 
support of increased parking at 
Green Ridge contingent on car 
sharing. The city is still working 
on it. Davis said the city has to 
promote it and educate the citi- 
zens. Greenbelt may have to be 
the first city to do it before we 
can get some state support. 
Lewis added that car sharing 
would help all residents with 
parking and the economic drain 
of owning two or three cars. 
Putens stated that in defense of 
city staff, they have had many 
lawsuits which have taken prior- 
ity over some other issues. Brick 


commented that parking is one - 


issue related to traffic. Residents 
need better advertisement of cur- 
rent bus schedules. The 
Greenbelt Connection bus is a 
possibility to reduce car use. 
Maybe the fare should be re- 
duced. 
Historic Status 

Julia Eichhorst, president of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc.(GHI) 
stated that GHI members had 
voted on historic status in May 
1999. Where does it stand now 
at the city level? White indicated 
that the report is being evaluated 
by the city and park and planning 
staff. The next step would be for 
the city council to consider it and 
hold public meetings. He has not 
made up his mind where he 
stands on historic district status; 
there are tax benefits, liabilities, 
owner’s issues, etc. Roberts com- 
mented that what with Metroland 
and other issues, the historic sta- 
tus “has gone into limbo some- 
where.” He’s in favor as a way 


of protecting the community. 
Others though wonder if they 
will be able to build a deck or 
addition if historic status is re- 
ceived. Roberts wants to protect 
the community from possible de- 
velopment. 

Lewis stated that the con- 
cerned homeowners are in GHI 
and they voted overwhelmingly 
in favor of historic status. She 
felt that there may be a city staff 
reluctance to move forward be- 
cause there could be a loss of 
control. She is for historic status 
unless some negative information 


is found. Turnbull recognized 


GHI’s frustration. He’s still in 
favor of historic status although 
he feels the document has some 
flaws, but it has not come up for 
discussion yet. He stated that 
Metroland is a convenient excuse. 
Putens commented that he was 
90 percent in favor of historic 
Status as it stands now. 

White jumped back in to state 
that he knows that GHI voted in 
favor, but there are homes, apart- 
ments, and the Center itself that 
would also be part of the historic 
district. Davis commented that 
she thinks the planning and com-

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Turnbull hears that cities typi- 
cally create parks and not ease- 
ments. Parks are respected as 
open space. He asked manage- 
ment to come back with a plan, 
but the process has not gone any- 
where. At this stage, he cannot 
say he is absolutely in favor of a 
land trust easement. Roberts dis- 
agrees with White’s issue of tak- 
ing away control of the land 
from a future generation. He 
stated that we would be giving 
more control to the future genera- 
tion by protecting the green space 
with an easement. “If we build a 
building, that will inhibit future 
use as a forest.” He did add that 
if the land could be protected by 
an ordinance that would require a 
super-majority to overturn, he 
could be in favor of that method. 

Davis indicated that all council 
members are in favor of limiting 
future encroachment but it’s the 
method used that’s in question. 
What limits or restrictions should 
be placed on future councils on 
the use of the woods? She wants 
the responsibility to remain 
within Greenbelt. Putens agreed 
with the goal of protecting the 
green space, but was not certain 
of the right mechanism. Brick 
commented that it is easy for 
candidates to say they’re in favor. 


_ But who will make a decision or

All indicated 
that they did not promise any 
particular area preference and that 
they used the same literature in 
all areas of the city. Lewis indi- 
cated that she was currently on 
the GHI board, but that she 
would resign that position if 
elected. 

Turnbull referred to the “in- 
credible advantage of incum- 
bency” that at-large systems pro- 
vide. He indicated that the coun- 
cil should investigate the use of 
proportional representation. 
Putens agreed that proportional 
representation may need to be 
discussed in the future, although 
he likes representing a general 
population.

Children enrolled in the 
Greenbelt Association for the Vi- 
sual Arts/Greenbelt Access Televi- 
sion (GAVA/GATE) Animation 
Program were awarded top hon- 
ors in the Third International Stu- 
dent Animation Festival in Ottawa 
this past weekend.

Anton Fleissner, who recently 
moved from Cheverly to Chatta- 
nooga, won the third place award 
with “Chain Reaction,” which 
used claymation. 

Anton attended the festival, as 
did two other GAVA/GATE ani- 
mation students, Joel Mason- 
Gaines, a sixth-grader at 
Greenbelt Elementary School, and 
Casey Sullivan, who recently 
moved from Bowie to Rhode Is- 
land. Their animated shorts were 
included in the festival and were 
shown there over the weekend. 
Two other GAVA/GATE students, 
Conor Real from Odenton and 
David McKinley-Ward from 
Mount Rainier, also had their 
works included in the festival’s 
showing. The six shorts by 
GAVA/GATE students were 
among the 65 that were selected 
to be included in the festival, 
from over 800 entries submitted 
by students from elementary 
through graduate school around 
the world.

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Goddard Center Installs 
New Security Measures

Like other federal facilities, 
the Goddard Space Flight Center 
in Greenbelt has instituted height- 
ened security procedures since 
the September 11 terrorist attacks. 
The once-popular Visitor’s Center 
building in the west campus is 
now closed to the public and 
official visitors are escorted at all 
times by Center personnel who 
wear picture badges. 

Deliveries are also more care- 
fully screened, according to Kim 
Toufectis, facilities manager, and 
the gates from Soil Conservation 
Road and the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway are more tightly 
monitored. For example, entering 
vehicles may be subject to ran- 
dom searches. Internet security 
has been increased as well. 

Road Relocation 

Security issues had always 
been cited as one reason in 
Goddard’s Facilities Master Plan 
for relocating Soil Conservation 
Road and closing off its present 
right-of-way through the campus. 
Nevertheless, Toufectis said, the 
current national emphasis on se- 
curity had not yet altered the 
range of possibilities under con- 
sideration for community review 
of the Master Plan. A previously 
scheduled community workshop 
on October 18 was, however, 


moved off-campus to Duval High 


School. 


What had become clear from 
community reaction in earlier 
workshop sessions was that plan- 
ners for the agency had been 
moving “too quickly,” Toufectis 
said. In particular, residents east 
of Soil Conservation Road were 
strongly opposed to the suggested 
alignment along the western 
boundary of the present campus. 
The road has been used for years 
by commuters as a shortcut to 
the east from Powder Mill Road. 

Thus, since earlier community 
hearings, planners have been con- 
ducting in-depth studies concern- 
ing a possible rerouting of Soil 
Conservation Road somewhere to 
the east of the Goddard east 


boundary. The date for submis-— 


sion of the Master Plan to the 
National Planning Commission 
has also been pushed further into 
the future, Toufectis said. It is 
now projected to be ready some- 


‘time in late winter 2002 or in 


early spring. Until that time, he 
said, all options remain open. 
Public Information 
Greater public access to vari- 
ous planning documents will be 
available. The Greenbelt Public 
Library will have on reserve both 
hard copies and versions in CD- 
rom format. They may also be 
accessed by web site at http:// 
gsfc-facilities.gsfc.nasa.gov/ 
plans.html. Members of the pub- 
lic may send comments electroni- 
cally to fmplan@gsfc.nasa.gov.
